Dear Dr.Falconer, - 
-Re the Hospital and Nursing 
Staff of the University 


of Torento- 


T have been having enquiries made, 
owing to a number of rumours that reached me, into 
this general question, and, am sorry to say that while, 
in the main, the spirit of patriotism is the moving 
impulse, yet that humanity, in certain aspects, is 
displaying itself. 

For example, you seem to have con- 
stituted one woman in Toronto, to select the nurses. 

This cannot be permitted for a moment, for, already, 
she has created more disturbance among the nurses of 
the country, than you can imagine. 

There has been some scandal and 
slander going on in Toronto, and ip and down the Country, 
over these nurses, all of whom T believe are far above 
the average, than one could believe nossible, and, I 
understandg, it emanates from this source. 

Moreover, from Toronto, JT hear all 


sorts of complaints, from nurses and others, of the 
tyranny and arrogance displayed. Nurses who have been 
associated with the hospitals, who have been for years 
in our Military foree, who are at the head and front of 
their profession, are given to understand that they will 
not be nermitted to go. 

Tm order that this may be on a broader 
basis, may I respectfully suggest to you the propriety 
of forming some Board to look into the whole question, 
because inasmuch as T am responsible, and do not intend 
shirking my responsibility, I must be satisfied that every- 
thing is on a fair and honourable basis, as if certainly 
will not be if the reports reaching me are correct. 

I might take the liberty of suggesting 
that Colonel !arlow, whom Tf have known frem his infancy, 
and who has been senior Officer in the practical military 
medical work in Toronto for some years, with Maerherson- 
Roberts and Fotheringham having given up active work

difficulties with you on Monday, so that we may get; you the best 


possible Hospital that the University can supply.
